Origin of Well Known Custom Was 
Respest Shown by Conquered to 
Victor 
One cf the most untyersal customs 
when a prominent man dies is the | 
hoisting of flags on public Luildings, 
only part of tae way up the flag-poles. 
This is known as half-mast, but how 
many know what the custom means 

or how it originated. 

To begin with, this practice was a 
military one. Ever since flags were 
used in war it has been the custom 
to have the flag of the superior cr 
conquering nation above that of the 
inferior or vanquished. When an 
army found itself hopelessly beaten 
it hauled its flag down far eough for 
the flag of the victors to be placed 
above it on the same pole. This was 
a token not only of submissi{on; but 
of respect, In like manner when a 
famous soldier died, flags were low- 
ered, not only to Indicate respect to 
his memory, but to show that he hal 
succumbed to the great conquero:’ of 
all, Death—for whose flag space was 
metaphorically left at the top of the 
flag-staff.

Gibraltar's Story 

Gibraltar has been an English 
stronghold exactly two centuries, for 
it was 200 years ago that the great 
and imprignable fortress reared by 
nature was formally ceded to Eng- 
land, The treaty, signed on April 11,

Public Drinking Cup 

Dangers that lurk in public drink 
ing cups—soon tobe banished from 
New York by ordér of the board of 
health—are shown effectively by 
some recent tests at Chicago's munl- 
cipal laboratory. Guinea pigs inocu- 
lated with germs from public drink- 
ing vessels sickened quickly and one 
died. The tests showed conclusive- 
ly, said Dr. F, O, Tonney, who fs in 
charge of the laboratury, that there 
is grave danger to the public through 
the use of common cups in publie 
places. About two dozen pigs were 
{noculated and all show signs of de- 
veloping disease. The pig that died 
was inoculated with diphtheria germs 
taken from a drinking cup, and lived 
only twelve hours.

SCIENCE AND THE BURGLAR.’ DAMAGED MEAT SHOPS.: 


The Crackeman’s Blowpipe Makes 
Harder Steel a Necessity. 
Sclence, while alding mankind In all 
sorts of beneficent ways, is at the 
same time alding the cracksman to 
pursue bis nefarjous work with much 
more neatness and dispatch and with 
less danger to himself than ever be- 
fore. The modern burglar now spurns 
the clumsy outfit of crowbar, jimmies 
ind skeleton keys. He knows a trick 
worth a dozen of those, He carries a 
few ounces of nitroglycerin, a cylinder 
or two of oxygen and acetylene and a 
blowpipe. With these easily concealed 
tools he can force his way through the 

toughest steel. 

The blowpipe is the deadly enemy 
which the safe miunufacturer ts now 
trying, with the ald of science, to cir- 
cumyent, Under the intense beat that 
it generates the strongest steel crum- 
ples up like paper, A circle some two 
feet in diameter can be cut through 
metal an fuch thick in a few minutes. 

Deadly forces must be handled with 
enre und an exact knowledge of the 
power of which they are capable. It 
is not for the reckless or the bungler 
to toy with the blowpipe or uitro- 
glycerin. So Raffles sets to work to 
acquire a scientific knowledge and 
skill of manipulation that if put to 
some legitimate use might open up to 
him an honorable career, 

Quite recently a safe breaker, whose 
successful career was suddenly balted 
by the law, fairly amazed expert scl- 
entists by the completeness of his li- 
brary, which comprised a yalunble col- 
lection of books in French and Ger- 
man written by scientists for presenta- 
tion to technical societies. He made a 
specinity of the subject of the force of 
the blowpipe on metals. He admitted 
that he had spent three years in this 
study, A laboratory adjoining bis li- 
brary was small and compact. 

No sooner does the scientist discover 
some tremendous force than be must 
set fo work to counteract that force in 
the hands of the criminal, It Js sild 
that recent experiments have produced 
a steel that will even withstand the 
blast of the blowpipe.—Harper's. 


THE SWIFTEST TRAVEL. 


An Aerial Record That Beats Fast 
Autos and Locomotives. 
Nature has long put the air first in 
the speed of living creatures. Next to 
the birds came the land animals, ‘The 

fishes trailed behind. 

It has come to that already with 
man’s speed records. Recently a 
French aviator named Guillaux drove 
n flying machine 118 miles in an hour, 
from Savigny-sur-Brave to Paris, and 
thereby beat the best record ever nade 
by an automobile, in this country or 
Europe, by about six miles. No rail- 
road train ever came anywhere near 
the sustained speed of the bird tnan, 
who averuged almost two miles a min- 
ute for sixty minutes. 

The fastest racing bouts, it Is need- 
less to say, are far behind the record 
of the automobiles und the railroad 
trains, Their feats are wonderful, in 
view of the conditions they have to 
contend against, but their limit so far 
{sy less than a mile a minute for any 
distance, however short. 

So the alr becomes the field for man's 
swiftest travel. Flight lends In 
man devices for fast movement from 
place to place, just as it does with the 
birds, the beasts and the fishes, But 
{t is still an open question whether or 
not the record flight of 115 miles an 
hour surpasses the fastest fying ever 
done by a bird, So far it has not been 


possible to time the champion frigate |

Markets In Berlin. 

There is a market in the Thaerstrasse 
fn Berlin called by the people the “Irei- 
bank,” and over the door of a large 
shop or booth here we read “Sule of 
Damaged Meat." If the shopkeeper 
places this notice over the dvor the 
persons buying his wares do so on their 
own responsibility, It often bappens 
that excellent pieces of ment are found 
among half putrid bits. If you are in 
luck you carry off one of these pieces. 
If you are not you just happen to carry 
awuy something else. 

Incredible as it may seem, this shop, 
which {s one of four similar establish- 
ments in Berlin, is visited by thou- 
sands, The Vorwarts related not 
long ago that people hid been known 
to wait fourteen hours outside these 
shops in order to obtain a cut of this 
damaged meat at a price within their 
means, and it is nothing unusual for 
these hungry citizens of Berlin to wait 
outside the damaged meat shop an en 
lire night. 

At 6:30 in the morning the doors are 
opened; at 8 the sale of meat begins, 
aud at midnight on one ocension 300 
persons were counted wading for their 
turn. Most of the visitors to these un- 
savory shops come from a distance, nnd 
many of them arrive provided with 
stools and old camp chairs on which 
fo sent themselves during the weary 
hours of waiting. ‘The patient patrons 
fre industrious women mostly, who 
While away the time knitting and sew. 
ing. Children are there often, some- 
times as early as 5 o'clock. — London 
Chronicle. 


ALCOHOL FOR BURNS. 
It Sounds Startling, but It Is Said to 
Effect Wonderful Cures. 

In the children's hospital, Melbourne, 
Australia, severe burns are treated in 
a novel way by Dr, E. ‘I. C. Milligan 
and his assistants, Moisture is rigid. 
ly excluded and alcohol is rubbed iv to 
Insure perfect cleanliness. The pa- 
fient is anaesthetized, usually with 
chloroform, and the burns are washed 
with sterile gauze wrung out of 70 per 
cent alcohol, The whole surface is 
rubbed vigorously till all dead skin and 
blisters are removed, 
of gauze sonked in alcohol Is appiled. 

This process is repeated daily. When 
the dressing is removed it pulls dead 
tissue with it Deep burns shrivel up 
und dry and the dead tissue fs cut off 
with a scalpel. After about eight days 
—longer in the case of deep burus—the 
place {s covered with boroglyceride 
gnuze or rubber tissue, and it Is as- 
fonishing with what rapidity it heals. 

Patients who have received too great 
a shock to stand an annesthetic have 
thelr burns trented for two or three 
days with a watery saturated solution 
of pleric neid on Hint, which every day 
Is corefully lifted but not removed, and 
| more of the solution poured on, By 
the third day, says Dr. Millignn, the 
patient is either obviously golug to die 
or cain stand an anaesthetic, 

Dr. Milligan has lost only one ease in 
five months of constant use of this 
treatment, and this case was compli- 
cated by Interual injurles.—New York 
World. } '

The Correct Mourning. 


There is n tendency nuowindays sto 
curtail the wourning period and ste 


weir deep mourning only for funeral 
services, Persons who biuve consider. 
ed the effect of strict mourning attire 
on the wind, on the natures of chil- 
dren especially, baye departed from 
strict black and are using gray, black 
and white or Javender. But for the 
majority of women the accepted rules 
regurding dress are still observed.. 

Correct mourning attire las been-de 
cided by custom, and, If you would fol- 
low the etiquette of this department of 
dress,.~here are some of the main 
points to be remembered: 

A widow's first mourning Is entirely 
black, with the exception of a white 
crape ruche worn jnside the closely 
fitted cap. Black crape is the only 
trimming. It Is used to edge a net 
veil, which is worn after a month, Be- 
fore that time a regular mourning veil 
ig draped over the hat. Crape ip nar. 
row folds or pipings should be used 
with discretion, It is very repreben- 
sible to overdo this. 

The extreme mourning, with very 
wide bands of crape used everywhere, 
is vot good style. White organdie or 
fine linen may be used for turned over 
collar and cuffs, pinned with dull black 
pins, Dull jet is the only peruilssible 
Jewelry. All gold and precious stones 
must be Inid aside when one is in deep 
mourning. Diamonds ure vot consid- 
ered appropriate, even though thes are 
white. 

The widow werrs ber full mourning 
for a year. After this the crape is 
omitted, but she still wears blick 
crane de chine, lusterless silks, dull 
jet and black chiffon, 

Vhen six months of this have pnss- 
ed the white aud black, gray and lJilne 
shades are worn, When two sears breve 
passed colors may be resumed. 

For a child a married woman should 
wear just the sime mourning for a 
year us she does for a busbaud.- ‘The 
widow's ruche Is omitted, A wother 
does not wear mourning for very young 
babies. Indeed, the question of wear- 
ing black when there are Ifthe chil- 
drep ju the family bas been decided in 
favor of discarding mourning. 

When a mother-in-law has « died 
mourning for one month is worn, This 
does not include crape. After the 
month gray and Mlac mas be worn,

These 
regulations, which are under the sanc- 
tlon of all tho ¢lyilized countries’ of 
the world, are designed to ensure falr 
play for the combatants. 

When it {is intended to bombard a 
place, due notice should be given,| so 
that all women and children may be 
removed to a place of safety; and 
every care must be taken to spare 
churches and hospitals, as well as all 
charitable or educational buildings, 

All chaplains, doctors, and nurses 
are protected in every possible way, 
and are not to be taken prisoners or 
{n any way injured. 

Any eoldier robbing or mutilating 
an enemy is Hable to be shot without 
trial; and death {s the penalty for 
wounding or killing a disabled man. 

The bodies of the enemy are to be 
carefully searched before burial, and| 
any articles found on them which 
might lead to their identification are 
to be sent to their proper quarters, 

Explosive bullets must not be used, 
and quarter must be given to the 
enemy whether he asks for it or not. 
In ar attack on the enemy there must 
be no concealment of the distinctive 
signs of the regiments; and the use 
of poisons for polluting drinking wa- 
ter is strictly forbidden.

Birch and Beech for Flooring 


Birch and becch, on account of 
their cheapness, are becoming more 
and more popular as the supply of 
oak and maple decreases. This 
ttatement, taken from a bulletin soon 
t» bo issued by the Forestry Branch, 
Departinent c? the Interior, Ottawa, 
on the Wood-Using Industries of On- 
tarlo, 1s based on reports received 
from over twelve hundred firms, and 
Is therefore worth; of consideration. 
The averago wholesala price per 
thousand feet, board measure, given 
in the above bulletin for maple and 
oak flooring is twerty two dollars and 
eighty two cents and fifty five dollars 
and seventy eight cents. respective: 
ly. The average price for birch and 
beech flooring, on the othe» hand, ts 
nineteen dollars and seventy one 
cayts and twenty one Collars and sey- 
enty four cents respectively, which re- 
presents quite a saving, especially 
\hen compared with oal. 

But these woods have other quall- 
ties to recommend them _ besides 
cheapness. Twenty two per cent of 
the flooring manufactured !n Ontario 
{s made from the wood of the black 
a.d the yellow birch, the more com- 
mon white or paper birch not usually 
growing to a sufficicnt size for this 
purpose. Birch Is a hard, strong, 
fine-grained, reddish-browa wood, 
which takes a high polish and, there- 
for, is very suitable for flooring. 
can be stained to imitate more expen- 
sive woods, such as mahogany, cher 
ry or walnut, and, being easily work- 
ed, it Is also extensively used for fur- 
niture and interior decoration. 

Becch is une of Ontarlo’s cheapest 
hardwoods, the ordinary grades of 
lumber costing only thirteen dollars 
and sixty one cents pe thousand feet, 
board measure, It frequently con- 
stitutes one tenth to one third of the 
cheaper grades of birch flooring, but 
its qualites justify its separeic use, 
for it is strong, fine-grained and so 
hard that !t become: quite slippery in 
tine. It is also used for furniture 
to some extent. 

Of the bireh and beech used fn On- 
tario, ninety per cent of the former 
and ninety eight per cent of the lat- 
ter aro home grown. The existing 
supplies of these woods {1 Ontario 
are sufficient to meet a much greater 
demand, and as oak and maple are 
growing increasingly dear, it is cer- 
fain that the use of birch and beech 
especialiy for flooring will soon be- 
come much more widespread.
